laving and experunental knowledg of God and Jeſus 
Chriſt, m having all the evil qualicies of the Soul re- 
moved, and heavenly habirs infuſed in their room, 
or 1na gracious conformity,diſpoſition and aftetions 
of the heart to God, cleaving to all truths made 
known to us, to find rhe powerful influences of the 
Goſpel and Sprrit of Chriſt upon us. wherebv our 
Souls are brought 1nro the Image and hkenef of his 
decth and reſurre&ion ; this 18 Trae Godlineſs, 'tis not 
a hare 11ving up to the natural principlesof morality, 
nor a ſimple knowledg of the letter of the word, or 
an hiſtorical, notional, or dogmarical knowledg of 
the ſacred Goſpel, and the precepts thereof, but in 
a faithful living up to the ſupernatural principles of 
Grace and the Goſpel, diſcharging our durics with 
as much readinck and faithfulnefs towards God as to- 
wards man, ſo that our con({cience may be kept 
void of offence towards both. * Ir 
* Als 24.15, confiſts in forſaking of every fin,and 
not only to leave 1t, but to loath it 

as the greateſt evil, and to cleavero God in ſincerit 

of heart, valuing him above all who 1s the chiefe 
goul, and from a principle of divine love, willingly 
ſubjeaing to all his Laws and appointments ; Godl1- 
neſs makes a man ſay with the Plalmiſt, whom have I 
in Heaven but thee? * &c. Non amat 
* Plal. 73. 25. Chriftun,amat aliquid plus quam Chri- 
ſlum, faith Auſtin, be loves not Chrift 
&t all, that Ives bim mt abmue all : Ke that entertains 
Tue Godlineſe, 1s as much for the Work of Religt- 
on, as fer the wages of Religion : Some there be who 
ſerve God,that they may ſerve themſelves upon God, 
bur a true Chriſtian deſires grace, not only that God 
would glorific him in Heaven, but that he may glo- 
rifie God on Earth : He cries, Lord, rather let me 
have a good heart than a great Eſtate ; _ he 
ves 
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loves many things beſides God, yet he loves nothing 
above God. This man fears fin more than ſuffering, 
and therefore he will ſuffer rather than fin : He is like 
a Palm-Tree, he alwaies flouriſhes beſt when he 15 
preſt down moſt, This may ſerve in the ſecond 
place, to diſcover what the inward life and power of 
True Godlineſs 1s. 

Thirdly, That you may have a compleat and per- 
fe&t knowledg of him, it may not be ani 1f I de- 
ſcribe or give you the character of his form and cx+ 
rernal parts, togerher with the very faſhion he con- 
rinually wares or goes in. 

Firſt, Then know ye that the form or exeernal 
parts of TruezGodlineſs are Fery comely and beauti- 
ful, and no marvel it 15 (o, ſeeing he was form'd ard 
faſhioned by the wiſdom -of the only wiſe God our 
Saviour ; the works of whoſe hands being all glort- 
ous 3 but this (17z.) the formation of Godlineſs be- 
ing one of thechiefeſt, higheſt and moſt admirable 
contrivances of hiseternal wiſdom, muſt of neceſſi- 
ry excel in glory, ſweet odour and amiablenefs ; his 
form and external beauty therefore 1s ſuch, that he 
needs no hamane artifice ro paint or adorn him, or 
any waics to illuſtrare or ſet oft his beauty and fweer 
comelineſs of his countenance ; for there 1s nothing 
defective as to his Evangelical and Apoſtolical form, 
as he came out of his great Creators hands ; and as 
there 1s.nothing ſrom head to foot that 15 ſuperflu- 
ous, more*than needs or might be ſpared, fo every 
line and lhncament, Veins, Nerves and Sinews. of 
him are inſuch an cxa&t and admirable order placed, 
that is to his beauty there can beno addition : Every 
one therefore that pocs about to take from, add to, 
or alter any thing, rouching the form of True Godli« 
neſs, mars.anſtcad of makfng, and defiles inſtead of 
beautifying; befides God hath Rtrifily forbid any *

his Poſt by the Lor'ds Poſt. Add thou not unto bus 
Word, left he reprove thee, and thou be

not the Papiii; call thoſe ſuperſtirious and vain Ce- 
remonies.us'd in their Church, by the name of God's 
Worſhip, and whar 1s this lefs thanthe putting a lye 
upon him ; ><fides it reflefts upon the wiſdom of 
God ; to attcr11* ro change or alter any thing of the 
form of Godlin:/-, as if he did not know how, 
and in what way, or after what manner he himſelf 
would be worſhipped : But muſt be beholding to 
man for 11:5 help,wiſdom and rare contrivances,touch- 
ing many things that are by the Papiſts called decent 
and neceflary ; alfodorh it nor refle&t upon the care 
:nd faithfulneſs of God, infornuch, that he ſhould 
02 himſelf rake care to lay down in his bleſſed word 
many things, which are very neceflary ro be added 
ro the form of Godlineſs, which man's care and wiſ- 
dom 15 fain ro ſuppir. 
Therefore from hence all may perceive, that Trae 
God/.neſt never alters his Phyſognomy, nor 
Ins countenrnce, he 1s the very ſame and nor altred 
m the lcaſt from what 1c vas in the Primitive Time ; 


nay, and there 1s indeed nothing in the world he. 


hares more than thoſe pompous Garbs, ſuperſhrious 
Veſtment:, and other Fooleries that are uſed in the 
Popiih Chiirchz as Croflngs, Cryſoms, Salt, Spi:- 
ae, OM. 1d Holy Water, with divers other ridi- 
evluouz Cercremonics, which are fo numerous, they 
are too tedious here ro reci.on up, therefore take 
heed you do not tae rhe counterfeit form of Godli- 
+ for the true Form ; for as there is a counterfeit 
odlineſs, o there is a counterfeit form of Gadlineſs 
which the counterfeit or falſe Godlineſs alwaies wares 
ir 
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It is alſo needful to note one thing morc, leſt you are 
deceived, viz, you muſt be ſure to receive the pow- 
cr of Godlineſs, with his form z for his form withour 
his inward life and power will do you no 3 11s 
but as the Body wi the Soul, or the Shell with- 
out the Kirnel, or the. Cabinet without the Jewel ; 
neither ought any to ſlight his form, for you may re-

him, or does more lively repreſent him inalf the 
Eart!; for he bears his exprefs, fweer and Heaven- 
ly Image 3 yea, and ſuch a venerable reſpe&and gra- 
cious cſteem hath he of him, that thoſe who love 
hum, he loves; thoſe hm.

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thoſe who receive him he receives; and chote who 
rezeet him he rcjeas; where he comes to dweil,thcre 
God, Chriſt and the Holy Ghoſt dwclls. 
Gadlineſs 1 of great Anriquury 3 nay 
Tie Antiquity according to the deſcription we gave 
of Godlineſs, you of him: In the firſt place, we 
may well fay he 1s without beginning 
of daics, for Truth (for ſome rimes he bears that 
name) dwelt in God from Everlaſting, though in 
time manifeſt or made known to men, and that in 
divers waies and manners, according as God in wiſ- 
dom (ſaw =”m Bur if we ſpeak of his Antiquity, in 
reſpe& of his dwelling here below, the firſt man that 
knew him was Adam, who whilſt he ſtood in the 
ſtare of Innocency enjoyed ſome part of his ſweet 
Company bur by the malice of a great and potent 
Enemy he was abuſed, and his Image fo defaced and 
marr'd, that he forſook his Habitation, which was 
the ruine and utter undoing of our firſt Parents and 
their whole Poſtcrity : and had not the Father of 
True Godlineſs, the King of Heaven and Earth,found 
out through his infinite wiſdom, a way to recover 
Man from his loſt Eſtate, God/ineſs had made his abode 
Ro longer in this World, for by means of Corruption 
of Nature there «vas begotten and brought forth a 
curſed Monſter of ugly ſhape, whoſe Name was Vice, 
alias Luſt, who found ſo much favour with Adam's 
Chuldren, that Godl:neſs was utterly diſcountenanced 3 
and though he was the Ofi-ipring of Heaven (as you 
heard before) and the only delight of Jehovah (and 
unto manthe greateſt friend and chicf Benefator in 
all the World, ſtriving to enrich him,chear his hearr, 


,and to make him truly Noble and Renowned on 


Earth, and bring him back into his former Primirive 
Glory, and thereby at laſt make him crernally = 
py 1n Hcavep) yer he was negledied and lamentably

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{lighted, that there was but only one of Adam's Off- 
ſpring cared for him at that time, and he too for en- 
terraining of him with that juſt and good reſpeR he 
deſerved, was by his Brother,whoſc Name was Cain, 
baſcly murdered; fo that Godlineſs by this perceived 
very carly what kind of uiage and entertainment a- 
mongſt the Children of men he was lic to meer with- 
al z and truly never was there any one (o nobly. de- 
ſcended, and of ſuch an excellent, peaccable and 
ſweet a nature and behaviour, generally ſv dealt with 
as Godlineſs hath been, from the —_—_ this ve- 
ry day z (except the Prince of Godlineſs himſelf) yer 
he found ſome friends after Abe! was lain, who en- 
terrained him kindly, and _— they were reprod- 
ched, hated, and perſccurcd for ſhewing favour to 
him, yetthey never loſt any thing by him, but con- 
trarywiſe were infinite gainers, for he never came 
empty handed to any mans houſe, but alwaies brought 
plenry of good. things _ with him, yea, fuch 
things, the worth and value whereof no mortal 1s able 
to compute; (as I'll ſhew hercafter,God aſliſting)nay, 
ſo great a friend he was to the next man, which 1 
find eminently embraced him, that he ſaved him 
from the Grave, he ſent im ro Heaven without 
calling at the Gare of Death; his name as I remem- 
ber, was Enxh, and *tis not ro be thought what ſweer 
and Heavenly Commumoa, yo and Felicity this 
good man had with Godlineſs, for the ſpace of three 
hundred years, for fo long they abode rogether on 
Earth,aad row dwell rogether with the Father of rrue 
Godlineſs, ard his only begortren $ on 1n Heaven. Some 
rime attcr cl11s great Prince (for ſorhey are all made 
who entertain True Godlineſs ) was carried to Heaven, 
a fad diſaſter hefe!! the World (1 mean the Enemnues 
of Godlineſr) for fo it was, that curſed Monſter and 
Off-ſpring of Hell (viz.) Vice, finding ſuch great

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vour with the men of the Geteranon, = be 
ing in nothing more than in fin and wick - 
ting God and his true and lovely Off-ſpring Godlineſs, 
ir provoked him to rake vengeance upon them, and 
utrerly to deſtroy them from oft the Earth; and this 
was done by a fearful and amazing Flood of Water : 
Now, this heavy Judgment was he, I fay, up- 
on the men of that Generation for rheir (lighring, 
neglefting, and baſely contemning of Godlineſs, and 
ſad it was toconfider how generally men were at 
that time out of love with him, for there was not one 
_ thouſand bur hated him, and _ vice and 
u inek far berrer than he ; nay, to tell you plain- 
Iy, there was but one man 1n all = World: w =_—_ 
an eminent Lover of this Noble and High Born Prince, 
Godlineſs, whoſe name was Noah, though "tis not ro 
be doubted but his Wife and Sons, eſpecially rwo of 
them, were in ſome meaſure Favourires of him like- 
wiſe: But mark how ar that time 1t fared with this 
Holy Man and his Family, who were Friends to 
Gadlineſs, never a one of them were deſtroyed h 
that Flood ; we may well ſay, Godlineſs is profitable 
wntc ll things, and Bleſſed are all they who love and 
kindly entertain him ; for had it not been for Godli- | 
neſs, Noah had doubtleſs periſhed as well as others. 

But to proceed in this brief Hiſtory of the Anti- 
quiry of Godlineſs, it would not be amiſs it we ſpeak 
a little of the next man afrer Noah who entertained 
him, ard how he was bleſſed in fo doing ; his Name 
at firſt was Abram, but afterwards he was called A- 
braham: This man lived for ſome rime amongſt a 
Blind, Heathemiſh, and 1dolotrous People, and was _ 
ignorant of True Godlineſs ; bue when he becamgac- 

inted with. him, few men ever loved him better, 

he made him his Boſom Companion, aid chieteſt 
delight (and ſoindeed muſt eyery one that — 
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him) and hereby he great, and his Glory 
and _ was —_ nay he was by this 
means fo honoured, that he was called the Friend of 
God, and the Father of all true Lovers of Godlineſs ; 
and beſides the ourward Bleſſings, this faithful man 
reaped as the fruit or donationof Godlineſs;, (which 
were many, for he had much Catrel, Men-{ervants, 
Camels and Aﬀes, ſo that he became very great) he 
was bleſſed with all ſpiritual Bleflings 3 (ut he had 
ſweet fellowſhi communion with God, aboun- 
ding in Faith, , and joy in the Holy Ghoft; the 
enant of Grace was alſo renewed to him, with 
a gracious Promiſe, that in his Seed all the Natt- 
ons of the Earth ſhould be bleſſed ; for he having re- 
ceived Gcdlineſs as his choiceſt Companion, and chne- 
feſt Delight, Godlineſs brought along with him the 
Promiſes of this Life, and that which is a thonſand 
times berrer (vir.) the Life which 15 ro come. 
Bntnow near where this faithful man dwelr, rhere 
was aCity,nay more than one.whoſe Inhabitants were 
utrer enemies toGodlineſs, and lovers of that ugly and 
baſe-born Monſter and Spawn of the I evil, Vice, a- 
bounding 1n all manner of horrible wickedneſs, who 


* for this very reaſon were deſtroyed with their Cities 


by Fire and Brimſtone from Heaven ; yet neverthe- 
leſs, before they were conſumed (fo greata lover is 
Jehovah of Godlneſs) that he told Abraham, if there 
were but ren rigi.c2ous perſons in that City, viz. ſuch 
who had entertained Godlineſs, and were true tovers 
( , he would ſpare the City for their ſakes ; bat 
- | — there was but one man who (hewed him 

renance, and was in love with him. And yer 
before the City was burned, the Angels bid him 
. haſte and be gone ; for Godlineſs was fuch a ſure de- 
fence to him, the Angel could —— he was 
gone forth : Sodom could not rake Fire whilſt righre- 
ous Lot was 10 1t, 
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I might prececd further, and ſhew vou who they 
were that entertained GodlAeſs 1n the ſucceeding A- 
ges, for the {pace of more than two Thouſand Years, 
aud what great bleflings he brought unto them, and 
what they ſuffercd for his ſake 3 but I can but give 
a briet hint or two upon this account; "ris known 
to all what 7eph ſuffered for him by his envious 
Brethren, and how Godlizrſ; advanced him for his 
Incegriry to him-at laſt. Moreover the Children of 
Ifrael atter Joſeph was dead , were through that 
love they bore to hun, grievouſly oppreſſed by the 
mighty King of Zzyp, bur it proved his own utter 
Ruinc m the end. Darrd, for the love he bare to 
him, was for many Years together greatly perſecu- 
ted, but afterwards Godlineſs raiſed him to great 
honour, and made him very ich, and fat a Crown 
upon his Head; All along 1 might ſkew you in An- 
cient daics he was very much hated anJ perſecuted ; 
nay, and ſome of his true Friends and tavournes , 
were for his fake caſt into a fiery Furnace, and a- 
nother into a Lions Den, yer they never loſt any 
thing by him, nor did they ever repent the En- 
tertaimment they gave him. If we ſhould come 
lower mto the Times of the Goſpe!, "ris well known 
what uſage he-mer with in our Lord and Saviour 
Jeſus and his Bleſſed Apoſtles; afterwards alſo by 
the Heathen Emperours, he was moſt abominably 
hated and perſecuted, and all thoſe who entertain- 
&d him were put to all manner of cruel Deaths and 
Torments imaginable. Laſtly, we might alſo ſhew 
you what hzrd uſage he mer with by counterfeit 
Godlineſs, 1 mean Papiſtry, for near 1200 Years, 
how many of his dear Children and Servants have 
for the ſake of him been burn'd to Death, and other- 
waics rormented wn moſt Nations of Erie, but let 
what hath been (aid (Mice, touching the Antiquity, 
gray Hairs,aud uſage of Trag Gadlineſ, 1n former days.

Aving given you a brief Account of the Pe- 
digree, Original, and n_—_— of True God- 
lmeſs, wherein occaſionally hath been hinted ſome

But ro proceed, Riches got now a Reader, and in- 
ſtead of opening to True Godlineſs, he 
opens to om Godlikeſs, * which * Papiſtry. 
was occaf! — Ignorance , 
_— Counſiliers tt Tang my 
to. Now, this Reader, as it 2 ved a 
Fellow, for though he was a Schiller, being brought: 
up in fome Fore12n Univerſity, yet he never car'd 
$0 read the Bible, but (as forme ſay, would now and 
then curſe it ) lov'd to read Romances and Song 
Books. But poor Conſcience being ſtifled, in a little 
time he gave content to the whole Family, in that 
he could mumble over a few Prayers our of a Book. 
And that in rhe ſecond place, he could Bowl, drink 
Healchs, be Drunk, and cry God damn him with 
any of them; and there was indeed never 2 one 1n 
all the Family, that hated Trae Gadlineſs more than 
he, for he made ſongs of him and ſcoffed, jecred 
and derided him continually, and made humſclt and 
others merry with his mean, low and dlſtretied con- 
B 4 dition, 
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dition, and alfo-ſtirr'd up all the Neighbourhood , 
to find fault, and quarrel with all thoſe who were 
triends and true lovers of him. 

Godlineſs now perceived he was hke to have but 
cool Entertainment at this Houſe, having waited ar 
Riches Gate till his patience was almoſt worn out. 
began to think of a removal, and to Travel to 
ſome other place; but before he rook his final 
farewel, he was reſolved to ſpeak his mind freely 
to im, thereby to leave him without any kind 
of excuſe whatſoever, and therefore addreſt him- 
ſelf ro him after this manner, being at door ready 
to deparr. 

Godli, Well Riches, I ſce now very plainly, you 
did but flatter me when you began to hearken ro 
your poor Steward Conſctence, in order to the letting 
me into your Houſe ; for evident it is, you are 
grown far worſe than before, and have blinded his 
eyes by ”—_—_ another, who calls himſelf by 
my name inſtead of me, but before I do depart, 1 
will ſhew you the great danger you are m ; and the 
cau7> of 1r, the truth 15, you have got ſuch a Crew 
of loſe, baſe and deceitful Servants, that they wall 
utterly undo you, and bring upon you the crernal ru- 
nc of your poor ſoul, wifico I defign'd by my coming 
ro you, to fave and make happy for ever; for 1n- 
deed ( whether you will believe it or no ) there was 
never any who entertained theſe gracelefs Villains 
and enemics of God , but were for ever ruin'd by 
. them art laſt; nay, and not only eternally hereafrer 
in the World ro come, but many times externally 
here in this World ; therefore I adviſe you to do 
what you can to get rid of them, and I will help 
you to far better Servants in their ſtead. For firſt 
of all, can you think ir will be fafe for you to keep 
Preſumption (Ull in gour Houſe, fince there 1s ſcarce 
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amore deceirful and bloody Wretch in the World ; 
how many thouſands of poor ſouls hath he impu- 
dently deſtroy'd, by cauſing them to preſume on the 
mercy of God, the death of Chriſt, and yer live 
in Sin, Pride and Covetouſneſe , and in a vile mari 
ner, hating and contemning me, that 15 to lay True 
Godlineſs. Doth got God ſay it is harder for 4 rich 
man to enter into þ: Kingdom of Heaven ; and yer you 
are perſwaded by him to think it is an cafie thing 
and doth not the Scripture ſay, Except your rightewſ- 
neſs d» exceed the righteouſneſs of the Scribes and Pha- 
riſees, ye ſhall in no wiſe enter into the 
Kingdom of God. * And yet he tells * Mat. $20, 
you that by doing a few good deeds, 
or by giving a little of your great abundance tothe 
Poor, our ſtare is good 3 Whereas ntany of 
the Phariſees did, as toatts of Charity, exceeding- 
ly out-do you; nay doth not St. Pail fay, Though 
he gave all his pron. feed the Poor, and his Body to 
be burned, yet without Charity ( that 15 to ſay , true 
love to God and Godlineſs ) he was 
muhing * ; and yet you, though you 1 Cor. 13. 3+ 
ſlight and contem God and Godlineſs, 
are taught to preſume on God's Mercy, who hath 
now ing poſinvely aid —_ you, and 
ſuchas you are ; He that made them, will not ſave 
them ; and be #hat form'd them, will (bew them m1 fa» 
wvour, Iſa. 27. 11. 

And then as touching your Servant Unbelirf, he 
15s ſuoh a bloody and devouring Monſter , that he 
hath ſent Millions to Hell, by kindring them from 
believing what God hah Gid 1n his Word, coach- 
ing his Grace and Clemenev to. the truly penirent, 
and of his wroth and vangeance to the Impenitent 
and unbelieving Soul z he wall nor ſuffer you ro 
believe nor give credit ro that. word , If any man 
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Loves the World, the Tree of the F ather is mt in him , 
x John 1. 15. *Nor to that word neither, Excepe 
a man be — agam be canmr fee the Kingdwn of God, 
John- 3. 3. ' And he that 'belever wt (hall be dam 
ned, Mark 16. 16. And many like dreadful Sen- 
tences, which he will nor ſuffer you to regard, nor 
give the leaſt credit to; and thus he teaches you 
to make God 2 Lyar, for he hath ſajd , you ſhall 
withour Repemarice he damned and periſh | in your 
ſms, bur he ſays, ye ſhall be ſaved though ye hve in 
your ſins. 

Thirdly, as to whar Igmrance favs of getting Par- 
dotf of Sins for a prece of Money , by fending for a 
Popiſh Prieft, he deſerves ro be cheated of his Soul 
chat will hearken ro ſuch a blind Sot; who can for- 
give Sin but God / Shall any believe that Pardon , 
which is the gift of God, tar be bought with Mo- 
ney: Sure bs Holintf gever learr'd this DvArine 
of Sr. Peter, whoſe Sitrceffor he fays he is, for St. 
Peter ſaid to ſuch a one as thou art, Thy money perrſh 
with thee, Afts 8. 20. 

Fourthly, As concerning Pride , whom you en- 
tecrain and hug in your boſom as a freer and beloved 
Friend, he hath been the ruine of many Sovuks like- 
wiſe 4 nay, and not only Men, but Angels alfo, for 
*» hong t he was the ncipal Agent who wrought 
cheir ercenal deftrutitn K __ from Heaven caſt 
them down to Hell, and of Angels of Light made 
them Devils. Bur, 'Sir, pray remember that word, 
Pride g1es before Deflrufiton,, and a haughty Spirit 
Gefore a Fall. What beeame of the grear King of 
Babylon, Nebuchadnerr av , for enterraſhing this Fel- 
low, was it rot Pride that brought him down with 
a vengeance, and turned him a grazing to car ſtraw 
like Oxen, Dat. 3. 44 Morcover, what became 
of Herod the Great, who was fo fond of this Com 
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jon 2 Did he not bring God's heavy wrath upon 
im in ſuch a fearful manner , that a bleſſed Anget 
was ſent to ſmire him with Death immediately, and 
he was caren of Worms, A#s 12. 23. Have you 
not read, that the day comerh which ſhall burn as an 
Oven, and all the proud , and all that do wichedly 
ſhall be flnbble, Mal. 4. 1. This haughty Villain, 
Pride, 1s one of thoſe ſeven thingy, as Solomon ſhews 
which God hates, Prov.-6. 16. If you will not, 
Riches, be perſwaded from hence to turn him out of 
r Houſe, even take what will follow. 

Fifthly, Vain-bye 1 know 1s one that hath kepr 
up your ſpirits, and yu peace to you all along , 
bur he 1s firly © called , for he will leave you like 
a deceirful, falſe-hearred, and treacherous Friend, 
when you come to fall into diftre6. You hope to 
be ſaved ( and fo did many thouſands that are now 
1 Hell ) but alas, what ground rn Jon to build 
your upon £ The Hypocrites all peri 
are yu (bf be cur off 3 inal whſe tral rl yg 
a Spiders Web, Job 18. 13, 14- 

Ah, Sir, what will your hope avail you though 
you have grin'd the World , when God tabeth away 
your Soul 2 Job 27. 9. 

Sixthly, and Laſtly, a rouching your (veer Dar- 
ling Covetouſneſr , he s made up with Molatry, and 
what can be more dereſtable ro Jehovah? & lofg 
as you Entertain and love him you adore an Idol x 
he 15 indeed the Ring-leader to almoſt all manner of 
Wickednef ; nay, there 15 ſcarcely a viter and mere 
abominable Wrertch breathing on Gods Earth, 
therefore juſtly called, The Roe of ll AF 
Evil. * he hath taught: many to play * 171m 6 
the Thief, others to commur Treaſon, 1c, 
and others ro Murcher Inncrents for 
their Inheritance ; he 15 Pulry of Bribery, Uiary 
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Extorttion, and Oppreſſion : It was he as made poor 
Achan loſe his ſweet Life, he alſocontrived the dearth 
of Nabwth and his Sons; and more than all, he 
tempred Judas to Sell, and baſely ro berray my 
dear Lord and Maſter, Jeſus Chriſt, for Thirty 
ieces of Silver : Do nor blame me therefore if I 
fo hard againſt him ; moreover, I can ſcarce- 

ly ever ger one Foot, into any rich mans Houſe 
through his means; "tis he and his Companions 
who keep me out, he hath through his hard-heart- 
ednefs, almoſt famiſhed ro death all the Poor, both 
m Ciry and Countrey, and hath alſo of lare very 
near betrayed my whole intereſt that I have in the 
world into the Enemies hands : he hath alſo grievouſ- 
ly corrupted many who profeſs kindneſs ro me by in- 
cumbring their minds fo with the Afﬀairs of this Life, 
that they cannot find the way to the Church ; when 
they ſhould be hearing of God's Word ; he forces 
them to abide in their Shops, nor wall he ſuffer.ma- 
ny of them to take a little ime to pray in their Fa- 
milies, nor ur their Cloſers : He has alio expoſed ma- 
ny of my poor Miniſters to many great ſtrairs and ne-

through love you to him ? Alas, Sir, he will 
bring your Soul, if you follow him to deſtruftion : 
Pray what became of Achan who harboured him 
(mentioned before) alſo what became of Ananias 
and Sapphira, whom he forced to tell a he ro the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt? As 5. 1, 2, 3, 4+ * Who was it that cau- 
ſed che Toung Manin the Goſpel to fall ſhort of Hea- 
ven, and to go away from Jeſus Chriſt very forrow- 
ful, and Demas to turn Apoſtate, and ro embrace this 
preſent evil World ; was it not Coveerouſneſs ? Ah, 
Sir, take heed of this aborinable Miſcreant, for tho” 
ſome wicked ones os the Earth may bleſs you, yer he 
cauſed God to hare vou. STe what David faith, The 
Wiched boaſfteth of his hearts deſire, and bleſſeth the 
Covetous wham the Lord abborreth, Pal. 10. 3. Con- 
ſider of theſe things, and be perſwaded to pur awa 
all theſe deceirful and Hell-bred Companions, which 
you have a long tume nouriſhed 1n your Houſe, or it 
will be worſe with you, I do aflure you. O that you 
would now at laft, before I leave you, hearken to 
my Counſcl, and receive me into your Houſe, ard re- 
nounce that Monſter you have latcly embrac'd, who 
calls himſelf by my Name ! What do you fay Ri- 
ches ? / 

Rich. Do you think Iam ſuch a Fool to give En- 
rertainrgent to and loſe all my great Honour and 
Credit amongſt the brave Heroes of the Earth ? 

Godli, Why, Sir, is not the Honour that comes 
from God better than all the vain honour poor mor- 
tals can give you z you have I am ſure, arare Ex- 
ample of one to follow in this great Caſe : Remem- 
ber Moſes, and the Renowned G aleactis the famous 
Marqueſs ot Italy, he was not of your mind : Some 
rich and noble Men have for my take demed them- 
lelyes of all the glory of this World, and acccun- 
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ted the Reproaches of Chiſt greater Riches than 
Earthly Honours and Pleaſures of Sin which are but 
for a ſeaſon. 

Rich, If others were ſuch Fools to diſgrace and un- 
do themſelves, what is that to me, I know what 1 
have to do. 

Godli. Sir, 1 perceive your condition is miſerable, 
for you ſeem to be hardened, and whilſt you have 
had gracious means afforded you to bring you to Re- 
penrance, you are grown worſe and worſe ; howe- 
ver, ler me tell vou, if vou dic before you have em» 
braced and recetved me into your Houſe, you will pe- 
riſh in your 115, and Hgjl will be your Portion for e- 
yer ; thoſe who rejet megrcjet God and Teſus Chriſt 
alfo, and ro tell you the truth, all this ime chat I 
have becn at your door, the Lord Jeſus hath ſtood 
waiting at your door with me likewiſe. 

Rich. Leave your Canring, you are a bold and im- 
pudent piece ; do you begin ro threaten me? Am I 
not my own Maſter ? Would you Lord it over me ? 
I perceive you what you aim at, you would have me 
entercain you, that {9 your poor deſpiſed Off-ſpring 
m:;zht have a good fleece ourof me. I could find in 
in my heart to be revenged on you, and (et all rhe 
Rabble of the Town upon you, Sirrah, I have con 
ſidered of the buſmeF, and have had advice what 
to do from two able Counſellors, Dr. Self-lave, and 
Sir Wor ldly Wiſeman. 

Godli. Sir, St. Pr did not rake advice of thoſe 
rwo ſhallow, depraved, degraded, diſherited Coun» 
ſdlors, he conſulred nor with flicſh and bloud. 

Rich. Will you not leave your prating, you would 
undo me, you are called Gr4tdJr, but char is not 
our Name, vouare, I underſtand, a factious Fel- 
ny and your Name 1£ _ eltas Srngnlari- 

ty, alias Sedition, one may know what you are by the 
many 


many Names you go by ; know ye therefore, F 
thar 1 have received rhe true Godlineſs alread 
him 1 will keep,he is indeed an honourale one 
whom great men love, and js in favour with the Prin- 
ces of the Earth : But as for you, I ſee no encou- 
ragement for any bodyto reſpe& you, for as moſt 
People in all Nations ſpeak againſt you, and hate you, 
ſo you would, I know, ſoon ſpoil all my joyes, and 
bring nothing but ſorrow and fear along with you 
ſhould I entertain you ; I ſhould not ſo much as re 
4 lie for my advantage, bur you would threaten me 
withHell and Damnation, nor goto the Tavern, and 
by chance be drunk and !cr now and chen anOath flye, 
but you would ſtir up my Steward, Conſcrence, to fall 
upon me, and beat me unmercifully (bur I praiſe 
God Iamrid of him) nay, and if I ſhould not give 
tothe poor according to your hum-ur, I ſhould ſoon 
be cenſured and condemned by you 45 a wicked Per- 
ſon, yea, and every ſweer, pleaſant, and beloved 
Luſt, which 1 value as my Life, you ſay, mnſt be 
mortified ; no, my deareſt Darling muſt not be ſpa- 
red : Iperceive what a fool you would make me, be 
gone from my door, or 1 will call one of my ſervants 
who ſhall drive you out of the Town ; his Name 1s 
Malice, alias Emyy, before whom you will not be able 
to ſtand ; and upon this heſtruck at him with all his 
might, which did no ſoonerhis Chaplain, Mr. Reader, 
perceive, but he came into his aſſiſtance with cruel 
rage, being ſtirred up by Envy, and fell upon Godli- 
neſs 1 a moſt baſe and inhumane manner, calling him 
all the vileſt Names he could deviſe, enough to make 
any ignorant and unthinking man conclude True Ho- 
lideſs was as hateful a companion as any in the world, 
and before all things to be eſchewed and difcounte- 
nanced.' His Chaplon alſo would needs challenge to 
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diſpute withhim, and confute Godlineſs by Scripture, 
| pro- 
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producing that Text, be not righteous overmuch, net” 
ther make thy ſelf overwiſe; why ful thin de- 
firoy thy ſelf? Eccl. 7. 16. He thought with this one 
Weapon to have knock'd True Godlineſs down, and 
have ſpoiled his Travelling for ever. 

Burt he ſoon anſwered and ſaid, That no man 
could be truly righteous rvermuch, nor have too nauch 
of that pure wiſdom that 1s from above z but that a 
man might, he told him, under pretence of Righte- 
ouſnefs, do more than God required of him, and 
ſo be righteous overmuch (as the Papiſts and others 
are) and thereby deſtroy himſelf; fith will-worſhip 
was of ſuch an abominable nature ; and that a man 
alſo might be overwiſe in his own conceit. 

Ar thus anſwer the Diſpute ended ; and Riches per- 
ceived his Chaplain was worſted, envied True Godli- 
neſs much more, and raiſed all the Rabble of the 
Town upon him ; amongſt which were theſe follow- 
ing (ut. ) Pride, Ignrance, Wilful, Hate-good , 
Toſr-pat, Outfides, Riot, Waſlfal, Hard- Heart, Belly- 
God, Giddy-head, Pickthank, Ro5-Saint, and more 
of ſuch like Ruſtical and 1l]-bred Fellows ; and more- 
over, he ſwore if he would not be gone the ſooner, 
he would ſend for the rwo Conſtables, Oppreſſion and 
Cruelty to lay him fait enough ; at which poor God- 
lineſs was fain to get away and hide himſclf, or elſe 
for certain he had been knock'd oth head, or baſe- 
ly pat to death ; but he being out of their reach, by 

providence of God, eſcaped withour any hurt to 
himſelf, but many of his poor friends were ſadly a- 
buſed, who-ſtood up to ſpake on his bchalf, and put 
into Priſon. Godlinefs being thus forc'd to leave Ri- 
ches Door, Vice and Ungwlineſs took the 

* Heart full poſſeſſion of his * Houle 3 and Gadlineſs 
went on his way, wandring up and down 

to look encertatament,with a ſad heart, being grieved 
ro 
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to ſee how he had hitherto been (lighted and traire- 
rouſly abuſed, notwithſtanding his high Birth, Noble 
Deſcent and Pedigree. 


Pth Godlineſs this wander to and fro, 
For want of Friends muſt he a begging go ? 

Tx wt to ſeek relief, as if that he 

imſelf was poor, and in neceſſity ; 
But "tis to mabe Mortals happy, who 
By Sin are brought to Sorrow, Grief and Woe : 
But Riches bim rejefts with hate and ſcorn, 
Trough by Chriſt ſent, a Prince and Noble born : 
Riches are good when ſandtifi'd they are, 
But otherwiſe a Curſe, a Plague, «a Snare; 
Rich men do much miſtakes who only meaſure 
True Happineſs by baving worldly Treaſure. 
An Angel hath no Gold, nor Flocks, nor Land, 
And yet is mighty rich, his wealth dith fland 
In better things ; although the juſt man's ſtore 
Is ſmall, he hath enough, a ruſh for more ; 
God doth Himſelf inflead of Wealth impart 
Unto that Child of bis : O covetous Heart /! 
What wouldfſt have more ? or can there be 
Oaght elſe, dear Soul, than what's poſſeſt by thee ? 
Hapyy's the poor in whom« the Lord doth dwell ;

of Anſwer for it ſcems he was allcep 1n Bed with his 


Wife ; but at laſt being between Necping and waking, 
ae alked (though very faintly) Who's there ? who's at 
the Door ? God- 
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Godlineſe, 1 am here ; pray ariſe, andlet me 1n. 

Godlin'ſ; liſtned, but he could nor hear whar Po- 
verty ſaid, by reaſon of the noiie that was within 3 
for he having manv Children, 1t happened thar by 
this time they were wak'd, and fell into a fir of cry- 
ing; ſome wanted Vituals; and ſome of them cried 
for other rhings which he had not to give them 
which made Im one while ro weep, and another 
while to fret and ſtorm ar the poor Children, fo that 
Godlineſs could have no anſwer till he knock'd againz 
which he did, and that pretty hard.

Gadli. Noyghe hath utrerly refuſed ro enterrain mt; 
and not only fo, but hath baſely abuſed me, calling 
me at his pleaſure, and alſo rais'd all che rude Rabble 
of the Town uponine. 

Pov. He had fome reaſon fer it, 1 warrant you 3

Have you any money to give me,to wy Fa- 
mily a lirtle good Vittuals (for we have lietle 
elſe beſides Bread and Warer a great while to live 
upon) and ſome betrer Clothes ? for my poor Chil- 
dren go almoſt naked. 


Godli. T cannot at preſent affare thee of much 
earthly fulnefs, or world'y good things; I do nor 
uſe to profiler men money, or hire t to open 
their doors ro me ; nol hate the thoughts of ſerring 
one foot in ſuch a perſons houſe; If I am not freely 
and heartily received, I will not come in at all: 
Friend, I donot trade in Gold and Silver ; but this [ 
will promiſe thee, ifthou wilt kindly let me in,what-

Now Poverty had i ſeems, diverz baſe and la- 
zy Companions, who were a!l grand E - ro 
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True Godlineſs,, alſo ſome of them 'ris aid, were 
his own Children, or Natural Off-ſprii g ; their Names 
were theſe ; viz. Unbelief, Ignorance, Sloth, alias : 
Idleneſs, W.Aful, Light-fingers, Faint-heart, Carping« 
Cares and Fear-man, together with ſome othery”: 
Now when he began to open to God!ineſs rhete hine 
dred him. 

Firſt, $/oth and 1dleneſs would not ſuffer him to 
riſe up out of his Bed of Security, to call upon God, 
nor take pains to pull the Briare Thorns 
that grew in his heartz by which means his Field 
lay barren and untyV'd, noching growing thercya , 
but what the Ground brought forth naturally. Nay, 
theſe made him of ſuch a Nuggiſh Temper, and 
ſuch a lover of Reſt, that he complain'd many times 
becauſe he could not go without motion; nay he 
was unwilling to be ar the trouble of feeding him- 
ſelf; therefore would wiſh that men might hve as 
Trees and Plants do: and though there was offered 
him a Cabinet of rich Jewels, yet he would not fo 
much as ſtrerch out his Arm to take hold of it, and

Villain) fill'd with fad rhoughrs, not knowing how 
he ſhould ger more Bread, when that he had was cat- 
en up, and more Clothes, when they he had would 
hang on no longer ; beſ:des, could not go our of hs 
mind, but that at one time or other he ſhould be As» 
reſted, and thrown into a Goal, having many times 
fcarfully broke his word.

Do you not hear what cruel Edidts the 
Prince of the Anctent Gauls Countrcey The French 
hach made againſt Trae Godlineſs ? and King. 
how many of the Proteſtant Churches 
he hath pulled down and utterly demoliſhed ? and 
how he 1s periccuted almoſt every where ? Come g 
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ſay they,'tis that pleaſant and lovely Form 
Papiſtry. of Counterfeit Godlineſs, that will in lit- 
the time be generally embraced, and thoſe 
who entertain True Godlinefs, muft expe? to be reproa- 
thed and baſely reutled. Moreover, © you nor hear 
how many Thouſands 19 Frame, and in orher places, 
who have for a long nime entertatned him, have rur- 
ned him out of doors; they are weary of him, or 
afraid to own him: and 15 this a rime for you to 
think of embracing him, Poverty ? (aid they) pt- 
? your ſelf, and have more wit,zou are poor enongh 
ready, and this 1s the way tomake you more mite 
rabie : If Riches will not emrerram him, who hath 
many advantages to relieve and help himfclf in dt- 
ſtrefling Times,and ſad ex1igencres,over vw hat Poverty 
hath, or can promiſe himfelf, there 15 no ground of 
encouragement for you to open ro im. 

Uponrthis poor Povertyreſoly'd not to let Trwe God- 
lineſshave a Lodging m his Houſe ; bat rather inſtead 
thereof, ro put ſtronger Bolts and Bars on hrs Door. 
Godlineſs having waited 1 this while, ro hear what 
theſe curſed enemies of his would fay, and percei- 
ving they had now done, he broke filence, and be- 

an to ſpeak after this manner ; 

Godli. Well Poverty, 1 expeRed bur little lef 
from you, when I perceived you were refolved to 
hearken to thoſe graceleſs Villains you lodg in your 

* Houſe ; for they (I hear would do theit 
* Meayt, worſt to keep me out; but I ſhall now 
however, to undecerve you, anſwer them 


all.

great danger, til! it 1s roo hate; and others, when 
they do perceive their woeful condition. are madred 
by them from endeavouring timely and m a r: 
marmer to get ou ; they many rimes cry, Lord 
w, and Lord have mercy upm 1 ; but never ſtrive 
to rake hold of the offers and tenders of his Grace 
and Mercy,by cleaving to Chriſt,1ind leaving all there 
abominable wickedne. *'Tis the idle Soul that faf- 
fers hunger ; who ſhall beg at harveſt, and bave ne- 
thing, though there 1s Bread and cnough ro ſpar&for 
you inGods Houſe, yer they will not ſufler you to ſeek 
out for it, but cauſe you to cry, yet 4 
little fleep, yet a little ſlumber, yet a Prov. 24-33- 
little foldidg of the hands to ſleep :

And why may not you 
obtain theſe glorious things, viz. Union and 
Communion with God, Pardon of Lig, Peace of 
Conſcience, and Joy in the Holy Ghoſt, as well as 
? They were commonly given im the time of 

the Goſpel to the Poor. Come, Poverty, theſe 
_ are thine (as ſure as God 1s in Heaven, if thou 
wilt but ler me _—_ Laſaris underſtood them, 
and experienced the ſweerneſs of them, and ſhall ro 
Eternity. And then laſtly,have you noneed of theſe 
good things of mine, becauſe they may not ſo di- 
realy anſwer your outward neceſſity ? Are not the 
necefiities of vour Soul more to be minded rhan to 
ger ſtore of Meat, Drink , Clothes, Sifver and Gold ? 
What are all theſe rhings to the love and favour of 
God, an Intereſt in Chriſt, and ro have a Right to 
the Kingdom of Heaven ? How ſoon, alas, may your 
Life be gone, and what good will thoſe things do 
you; do you not ſee they periſh in the uſing ? And 
as they are corruptible, (© like» iſe rhey can never 
farishe nor fill the defires of your Soul, nor do they 
ſur the necefiries thereof. Confider, can any of 
C 3 theſe 
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theſe things make thy Soul happy ? Can Gold or 
Silver cnrich it, or the _ worldly daintics 
feed it, or Wine chcarit ? No, Pmerry, if thou 
hadſt che things of this World in never fo great a- 
bundance, yet till thou letreſt me in, and makeſt me 
thy chief Companion, thy Soul would be miſcrable.

aft. Atrd both doth God know ? can br jady hgh 
— I 
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the dark Clouds ? Thick Clouds are a Covering to him 
that be ſeeth not; and be walketh in the Circuit of 
Heaven, Job 22. 12, 13, 14- 

Moreover, He and tef rold him , though 
he was a hotorious Swearer, Lyar and a very 
drunken Sot, that he had as good a heart as the 
beſt, and that to read and hear ſome good . 
ers, and to mean well, was godlineſs enough 
him. Befides, they would not ſufter him ro be- 
heve that God would ever caſt any of his Creatures, 
whom he had made, into a Lake of Fire and Brim- 
ſtone, for ſuch a ſmall Trivilous thing as Sin was ;
